The  apparently  high  infant  mortality  rate  for  Fowey  can  be  disre¬ 
garded,  as  in  such  small  figures  one  death  gires  a  ridiculously  high  relative 
figure.

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SERVICES 


The  Cornwall  County  Council  provide  the  peroonal  services,  while  the 
Urban  District  Council  provides  the  environnental  services.  Together  these 
services  give  a.  fairly  conprehensive  health  cover  to  the  coonunity.  Since 
the  environnental  services  x/ill  be  detailed  later  in  this  report,  a  word  or 
t-jo  regarding  the  personal  services  can  be  said  here. 

The  County  Council  provides  hone  nursing,  domiciliary  nidvfifery,  health 
visiting,  vaccination  and  inmunioation,  naternity  and  child  welfare,  ante  and 
post  natal  care,  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care,  hone  help, 
welfare  and  mental  welfare  and  clinics  for  cervical  cytology. 

In  addition  to  this  list  encouragement  is  given  to  many  organisations 
providing  a  service  to  the  Coixiunity,  o.g.  a  visit  is  paid  to  the  Health  Aiaa 
Office  every  alternate  lionday  from  11  to  12  a..m.  by  the  IJass  radiography  ^ 
service.  Provision  is  made  at  the  centre  for  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service, 
while  many  organisations  are  encouraged  to  develop  their  activities  bjr  the 
use  of  the  c6ntr‘e  outside  normal  working  tines  e.g.  East  Cornwall  Society 
for  the  Mentally  handicapped,  Eed  Cross,  Diabetic  Club  etc.,  Voluntary 
organisations  carry  out  so  much  valuable  work  for  the  sick  and  handicapped 
in  various  ways  that  it  is  impossible  to  list  it  all. 


One  feature  of  the  County  Service  which  it  is  hoped  will  ezpand  in  the 
future  is  the  Health  Education  section.  At  this  tine  when  so  many  people 


apparently  Irniow  so  much  it  is  surprising  to  find  ignorance  of  fundamental 
natters  is  so  common  e.g.  there  are  still  people  who  deny  the  danger  to 
health  of  cigarette  smoking,  or  refuse  to  regard  it  as  a  real  health  hazard 
not  only  to  themselves  but  to  the  young  vdio  follow  their  ozample.  The  need 
for  extending  Health  Education  into  schools  ip  of  paramount  importance. 


The  services  which  are  available  for  St.  /iuotell  Urban  District  are 
also  availablo  for  Eov/ey  Municipal  Borough,  which  has  its  OYm  Hurse/i/Iidvdie/ 
Health  Visitor.
